Election of Species requirement 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: the species of a first and second light source creating white 
light, the species of a single LED emitter having a phosphorescent or fluorescent 
coating which creates white light, the species of a semiconductor, heat extraction 
member, lead frame, phosphorescent coating and semiconductor optical radiation 
member encapsulated in a covering, the species of a first light source combined with 
a photoluminescent light to form white light, the species of an LEP and a second light 
source to create a white light, the species of an OLED and second light source to 
create white light, the species of a first EL light source, a second EL light source and 
a third photoluminescent light source combined to create white light and the species 
of a LED chip enclosed in an polymer matrix enclosure and a narrow band emitter is 
carried on an LED lead frame . 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
